The majority 
of the members of those parties undoubtedly 
cast their ballots for Liebhencht and heiped 
swell his majority. Liebnencht is not a rabid 
Socialist and many men not Socialists could 
vote for him, as an advanced Liberal. He was 
elected as a protest against the Conservative 


and Absolutist principles now in vogue under 


the new Emperor. The verdict has been re- 
ceived with quiet but profound rejoicing by 
all the liberal elements throughout the land. 


Socialism, strictly speaking, is not popular in 


Germany, and proscribed by the law, but 
in this case it stands for A 
larger cause and safer methods than its 
name implies, and so the triumph of its repre- 
sentative man has been received with satis- 
faction by large classes of people who avow 
little sympathy with radical principles. The 
fact is, the nation is rather pleased with this 
courageous and constitutional declaration of 
independence by the voters of Berlin. 
BISMARCK’S PENSION PROJECT. 

The result of this election will probably 
hasten the retirement of Prince Bismarck, as 
the overwhelming defeat of the Government 
candidate was in a great measure due tothe 
Iron Chancellor’s project of a compulsory 
system of securing for workmen a 
provision for old age or permanent disable- 
ment. The bill which was recently published, 
alms at providing for workmen turned 
70 years of age or disabled 
by iliness, pensions of from $30 to 
$62.50 per annum. The money is to be raised 
by contributions equally divided between the 
State, the masters and the workmen. The 
administration of the fund is to be under- 
taken by the gulids of employers which were 
established by the insurance act of 1884. 

COMPULSORY CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The workmen’s contributions will be com- 
pulsory, and are to be recorded by means of 
stamps to be posted in a receipt-book kept by 
the employers. The claim to the pension 
for old age will be established by 
annual payment lasting for thirty years. 
Larger pensions than $30 are earned by contri- 
butions spread over a still longer term of 
years. Women are to pay and receive two- 
thirds of the amount paid and received by 
men. No person ee apension under 
the bill can, after the p ag of the measure, 
receive assistance under the ordinary poor 
law. a 

The bill has been much discussed and has 
been severely handled by Prof. Piatter ef 
Zurich and by some of the Liberal journals 
and speakers, the Socialists using it with telil- 
ing effect as a campaign document. Prof. 
Platter’s criticisms briefly summarized are as 
foliows: In the first place, he points out 
the high limit of age fixed by the very string- 
ent conditions of preliminary payment would 
render illusory the provision for old age, even 
if the small sum of $380 were enough to support 
life.

short time longer. The appointment was 
agreed upon in a conference between 
the late Emperor Frederick, Prince Bismarck 
and the National Liberal leader held 
about two weeks previous to Frederick’s 
death. Under the influence of his masterful 
Prime Minister, Emperor William has grad- 
ually yielded to his mother’s advice, and 
is now actually engaged in studying the 
governmental plans elaborated by his father 
previous to the latter’s death. During the 


life time of 
EMPEROR FREDERICK 


the present Emperor was undoubtedly 
on bad terms with his parents, but since 
his accession to the throne his demeanor to- 
wards his mother, both in public and in 
private, has been all that could be wished. 
The question is whether William has suf- 
ficient force of character and convic- 
tion to resist the daneful pressure 
ofthe war party and the anti-liberal sections 
and adopt entirely the liberal policy his 
father intended to pursue. The various 
changes in the German army and the appoint- 
ment of Herr Von Bennigse were undoubtedly 
part of the government programme which the 
Emperor Frederick intended carrying out. 

The retirement of Gen. Von Moltke is an 
event of peculiar personal, political and mu- 
itary interest affecting as it does the affairs of 
Europe by reminding the friends and enemies 
of Germany that of three great man, who 
made the Empire the statesmen alone 
now remains at work. The peculiar 
nature of the post of Chief of Staff is one of 
the secrets of Prussian successes, and the 
changein its occupancy, after a tenure of 
more than thirty years, surely jindicated 3 
change of policy. 

GEEMAN POLITICAL GENERALS. 

Count Waldersee, the successor of Count von 
Molke, is supposed to bea political General, 
and to belong to the war party. Expressions 
like these are apt to lead people astray unless 
they are defined. All German Generals since 
Clouse Wilz are ‘‘politiea} Generals“ ta the 
sense that they regard war as a branch of 
politics furnishing sometimes the means to 
achieve political ends. Count Waldersee 
does not belong to the war 
party.’’ In 1867, when the relations 
between Prussia and France were 
subjected to some strain by reason of the Lux- 
embourg dispute, Count Von Moltke was op- 
posed to the retreat ofthe Prussian garrison, 
and advised taking advantage of the unpre- 
pared condition of France ‘to require her 
unconditional withdrawal. In case of 
refusal he wished to advance rapidly into 
France and force upon her a second Nicols- 
burg. War with Napoleon III. seemed 
thea inevitable. Moltke’s advice was rejected 
in favor of the more peaceful counsels of the 
Crown Prince Frederick. Just at present, in 
all probability, the young Emperor wili curb 
his own soldierly impetuosity in deference to 
instructions lett by his father. 

The German Emperor’s speech on the occa- 
sion of the unveiling of the statue of his kins- 
man, Prince Frederick Charles, has been con- 
strued as portending a warlike policy, but it 
was without doubt made in the interest ef 
peace. The slightest appearance of vacilia- 
tion or indecision on the part of Germany con- 
cerning Alsace Loraine would quicken the

into dangerous activity. This time last year 
the Duc d’Aumale expressed his confident ex 

pectations that Gen. Boulanger would never 
rest till he had acquired the military 
dictatorship of France, and that when 
acquired he would use it for purposes of ag- 
gression across the frontier. It is true that in 
his recent periormances he has falied. But it 
must be borne in mind that Louis Nopoleon in 
the fortress of Ham had failed and lost pres- 
tige quite as conspicuously as has Boulanger, 
and when he made his descent 
on Boulougne, accompanied by his lame eagle, 
was quite as ridiculous. It is possible, there- 
fore, that Gen. Boulanger may de one day in 
a position to endanger the peace of Europe, 
and it is well that the ch should know that 
they have nothing to for from the youth 
and inexperience of their Imperial neighbor. 

MILITARY Koss. 

The Emperor William continues to enter- 
tain his royal visitors with magnificent spec- 
tacies. It is characteristic that all these 
shows are military. To-day was a 
grand review of the body guards. as fine a 
body of troops as Europe can produce, in the 
opinion of the Prussians, the finest. The 
evolutions closing with the review lasted sev- 
eral bours. 
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which, it may be said, gains no con- 
verts while suffering inevitable losses 
as the years elapse. Still there 
are those who believe that the 
marriage of the Duke of Aosta with his niece, 
the Princess Letitia, will revive public in- 
terest in a languid issue and may result in a 
better feeling between France and Italy. The 
latter country, they argue, is the 
NATURAL FRIEND OF FRANCE, 

rather than of Germany. Her commercial 
interests should incline her toward France, 
where most of her commodities find a market, 
and where her financial obligatious are largely 
held. Should King Humbert die, there is 
nothing but the frail life of the sickly 
Prince of Naples between the Duke. of 
Aosta and the throne. The Princess Laetitia, 
named so after fhe mother of the great Napo- 
leon, could not be expected, as the daughter 
of Prince Napoleon, to be inimical to the coun- 
try of her father or unfriendly to the cause 
of Prince Victor, should fortune bring him 
to the front. The poor of Paris are deeply in 
debt to her mother, the Princess Clotilde, for 
her long-continued munificence toward them, 
and in the not improbable event 
of the succession of the Duke Aosta 
or his eldest son by his former wife to the 
throne of Italy, there would be some reason 
for the Bonapartists to feel somewhat elated, 
and for all France to hope for the rupture of 
the Triple Alliance.

MAINE’S STRICKEN INTERESTS. 


Speaking of a 7 per cent reduction of a 
47 per cent tariff, Mr. Bln said at 
Calais the other day that it was ‘‘a bill for 
the destruction of the material interests 
of Maine.“ 

Let us see about this. All the material 
progress of Maine was made under much 
lower ante-bellum tariffs. Her population 
in 1860 was 628,279 and in 1880 was only 
648,906. Here was an increase of only 20,- 
628, or alittle more than 1,000 a year, 
during her twenty years under our war 
tariff. 

During the twenty yearsof lower tariff, 
from 1840 to 1860, the census shows that 
the increase of Maine’s population was 
125,576 or more than six times what her 
increase was in twenty years under the 
war tariff! 0 

But Mr. Bram sees nothing in such 
census facts as these, and he saysa 7 per

He buys his clothes and neces- 
saries untaxed in a cheap British free- 
trade market and works part of the year 
in Canada and part of the War in Maine, 
or some other border State, where he can 
underbid the tariff-taxed American la- 
borer.

THE IMPORTANT EXPERIMENT ON THE 
BROADWAY LINE. : 


A Thorough Test of the Short System to Be 
Made-—Plansto Put a Mile of Electric 


VERY manicipality 
of sufficient size to 
make the traversing 
of ste diestanee a 
matter worthy of 
serious thought is 
now considering as 
one of the weightiest 
questions with whieh 
it has to deal, that of 
rapid transit or 
quick communica- 
tion between its resident localities and busi- 
ness centers; and scarcely a day passes but 
one reads of new appliances and new methods 
for conveying passengers quickly over long 
distances. This urgent demand has resulted 
in forcing the horse cars out of existence ex- 
cept where cautious managers are waiting 
the results of experiments made by others, 
and the development to partial perfection of 
the cable system. Itis unquestionably the 
most satisfactory system in use to-day, but it 
will not suffice. It is expensive,cumbersome, 
complex, and it requires too great an expense 
of manual lat of which this nineteenth 
century is pxtremely economical.

THE APPLICATION OF ELECTRICITY 

as a motive power to lines of transportation 
has, under these circumstances, attracted the 
attention of active men in every large city in 
the country, and the managers of street 
rallwa lines have kept a keen watch 
on the inventions which electricians 
made. The result has been 
that in several cities electric roads 
have been put in operation with greater or 
less success, but the point of interest to St. 
Lovisans is that an experiment is to be made 
here, which, if successful, will result in the

Others assert that the current which has the 
power of propelling a number of loaded street 
cars is not sufficient to kill aman or an an- 
mai.

SALT LAKE CITY. 


Salt Lake City was founded by Brigham 
Young as the homeand refuge of the Mor- 
mons. The site was originally a barren plain, 
some twelve miles from the shores ot the 

at Salt Lake. There is no sek port, and it 
as no vessels on the lake. The city lies at 
the base of a low range of mountains which 
guards the city on the east, while on the 
south, distant some twelve or fifteen miles, 
towers the lofty range of Wahsateh Mount- 
ains. From the canons on the east 
and south come small streams, while 
from Utah Lake comes the considerable 
river appropriately called the Jordan, all 
flowing across the plain into Sait Lake. The 
natural influence of these streams is small; 
twenty yards from their banks their presence 
i not felt, and the plains in the months of 
July and August are burat brown and sere. 
Turned from their channels, however, and 
— over the thirsty land, these streams 
ave actually made the desert blossom as the 
rose. The most bountiful crops of grain and 
fruit reward the husbandman, sometimes 
three in one year on the same und. 

The blocks of the original city are 600 feet 
square, and the streets are 100 feet wide. The

ome manufactures faithfully, and they make 
their own woolen cloths, shoes, and — 
their farming tools. In all their business re- 
lations they are as independent of others as 
possibie. 


PLURAL MARRIAGES AMOXG THE MORMONS.

**plural marriage,’’ as they call it, is held in 
the background. The young men marry and 
claim to have and to be content with one wife 
each.

A BATH IN SALT LAKE. 

Garfield Beach is about twenty miles from 
the city, butitis quickly reached by train. 
Light observation cars run across the plain to 
the bathing pier in forty-five minutes, and 
the blasts of hot alr as one flies along the un- 
watered wastes serve to sh one’s appe- 
tite for the bath. The water lake is 
wonderfull 1 1 and ay that I 
was there the gentle swells broke las ly alon 
the pebbly beach. The lake is miles in exten 
and covers the vast area of 1,900 square miles, 
nearly as much as the State of Delaware. An- 
telope Island rose asa narrow mountain ff- 
teen miles long out of the glas#y sea, and was 
as rude and forbidding In aspect 1 would be 
a vast biook of red sandstone. The western 
coast was mountainous and without a sugges- 
tion of tree or biade of grass. No sailboat cut 
the surface of the sea, no fish nor crustacea 
swam below, yet the water was deliciously 
tempting, and there were few among the 
visitors who did not bathe. As 
might have been sup oped. the railroad, 
the pier with its refreshment saloon, its ad- 
mirable supply of dressing rooms and batb- 
ing-suite, and its fine large dancing area on 
the outer part (furnished with music of 
course)—all were owned and managed by the 
Central Pacific, but they are patronized alike 
by Gentile and Mormon. The beach was 
gently sloping, and one could wade far out in 
the clear, refresliing water. But it was a 
remarkabie bath. 

In the first place it was no work at all to 
float—in fact, one could not sink. The density 
of the water is about 1.17, or about 1-6 heavier 
than fresh water; consequently its buoyancy 
is 8o great that about one-sixth of one’s entire 
person is supported above the surface of the 
water. The interesting question at Once 
arises, which sixth shall it be? If one attempts 
to swim in the ordinary position, 
face downward, his feet float to the surface 
and his face is forced into the water. The 
least drop of the water on his tongue is 
enough, so one must turn upon the back and 
keep his face in the air. In this position, with 
his arms extented and his toes stick- 
ing out, one may float indefinitely. 
Even persons who never swam before soon 
learn to paddle about, floating ontheir backs. 
Good swimmers, when wishing to make rapid 
progress, generally ewim on their sides. ut 
to float around with one’s head and neck 
wholly out of water in a lazy, comfortable 
way, Was Vastly pleasant! 


THE SALTNESS OF THE WATER. 

Isaidadrop of water in the mouth was 
enough. It was extremely bitter and, salty, 
and when swallowed burnt the throat like 
fire. Those who happened to get water into 
their nostrils sald that they well-nigh stran- 
gied, and I was told that it was actually dap- 
gerous for inexperienced, nervous people to 

et their heads under water. Not wishing to 
ose anything valuable, I plunged my head 
below tbe surface while standing in shallow 
water, taking the precaution, however, to 
close my nose. It was some time aft raising 
ny head before I could open my eyes, so fear- 
fully did they smart. A second plunge was 
less painful, and I saw that diving would bave 
soon been tolerable. 

After floating like a cor for nearly an hour 
I returned to my dressing-room. I found that 
my head was fairly coated with a layer of salt. 
and that the steps and platform were coated 
in the same way. A shower-bath of fresh 
water stood waiting in every compartment 
and the brine was soon washed away. The 
bath was exhilarating in the extreme, and no 
sooner was one well out, than he wished him- 
self back again. 

But novel and striking as was the appear- 
ance of the green hands at the bath, the sight 
ot the experienced bathers who came down on 
a later train for their daily swim wes the most 
astonishing ot all. It seemed as though the 
sea, even out where the water was very cmp. 
was full of mermaids and mermen. The 
young ladies bad pretty suite and generally 
attractive head-dresses, and they moved 
gracefully about ina most marvelous man- 
ner. They would shoot away on their oacks, 
float quietly side by side, or maintain them- 
selves ereci bya gentle motion of the feet. 
They laughed and chatted; they arranged 
their hair and colored caps; they whirled 
about; they almost seemed to waltz; some 
actually seemed to walk about in the water. 
A favorite diversion seemed to be to floatina 
line, the first putting her toes under the arm- 
pits of the second, while the second gave her 
toes to the third, and s on. Then all would 
paddie backwards and the line would shoot 
and tralland wind in a most interesting man 
ner. isaw one man, a stout swimmer, draw 
about a chain of half a dogen pretty girls, 
they lazily trailing behind him in a merry 
chain with folded arms. For an hour they 
sported and played, flirted and gossipped, in 
most fascinating ways without once returning 
to the pier or to shallow water. I never saw 
such a sight before, and unless I go back to 
Sait Lake I shall not expect to see one again. 
There was but one wish in our party, and that 
was that we might stay over another day and 
have another batb. 

The degree of saltness of the lake varies 
with the season and thé locality. The total 
amount of salt in the lake is substantially the 
same at all times, but when the lake is low, 
asattheend of the dry season, the solution 
is much stronger than when the lake is high, 
just after the rains. Again, the rivers run- 
ning into the, lake are ‘all fresh, and in the 
vicinity of their mouths the amount of salt 
is less. A y-beardead Mormon told 
me thattime was when from three pails of 
lake water put into the kettle apail of salt 
would remain after boiling. ‘‘Now, how 
ever, said he, it takes sixteen Is of 
water to yieid a pail of salt, the salt ing 16 
per cent. 

This bit of Mormon arithmetic I commend to 
curiosity seekers, and it may add to its value 
to know that ite author was that same patri- 
arch, the nephew of the founder of Mormon- 
dom, Joseph Smith himself.

A play of this kindis like a politician’s dia- 
mond—however small at the start it will grow if 
the politician stays in his party and waits. No- 
body can teil exactly how it grows. There is 
no reason why ‘‘The Oid Homestead’’ 
should not, with time enough, 
take in the whole earth. I¢ is 
not that Joshua Whitcomb himself 


is unlimited in development. It is because he 
is unrestricted in annexation. It cannot be 
said that he has added one cubit to his artis- 
tic stature, but he has piled on a mansard 
root and pulled in adjuncts by the sere. 

All this ought to take the pride out of the 
overweening dramatic writers who oling to 
the exploded notion that a play must have a 
creator—must be conceived and written. It 
must be plain to some of them by this time, 
that a notion will develo into a play 
itself without plot or passion or purpose 
if you kee your creative hands o 
and there sg ue and gold 88 just as a 
troglodyte will develop into a Trojan if you 
give him sufficient margin of time.

Speaking of the scrap book reminds me that 
a correspondent writes from Pensacola, Fia., 
asking what is perfection or the nearest per- 
fection in the scrap-book, also desiring to 
know my own experience in scrap-books, if I 
ever bad any. 

A ecrap-book generally is like a diary; you 
begin to keep it with extreme exuberance and.

Sometimes I have to hire an amanuensis to 
do this work, and it is not done the same way 
I would do it myself.

He 
was very methodical and wrote a good hand, 
as I afterwards learned by comparing some of 
my own signatures at the bank with some 
studies which he had made of the same sub- 
ject.

HUNTING SWORDFISH. 


EXPERIENCES OF A GREEN HAND WITH’ 
ARMED MONSTERS. 


The Gest Fishing Grounds Lie Off Block Is- 
land—A Oraise Usually Lasts Three 
Months — In the Pulpit—View From 
Crow’ snest—Harpeoning the Fish—How 
They Are Caught—Sold to Land Sharks. 


URING a ft of enthusi- 
asm I shipped as a 
green hand, to share 
all the perils of the 
} Vasty deep for a sea- 
son’s swordfishing of 
three months. I 
started one bright May 
morning, the Captain 
‘telling me to come 
down early, as they 
would haul off early 
into the stream and 
take advantage of the 
fair wind and tide to 
run down the harbor. 
Packing afew clothes 
and ollers in an old 
valise, next morning 
I was up betimes, 


hurried to the wharf, Jumped on board, and 
we hauled away with fair wind and tide and 
within two hours time had passed Minot’s 
Lignt and were breasting the waters of Mas- 
sachusetts Bay. Then I had time to look 
around and take note of what was to be my 
home for about three months. It would be 
according to whether or not the fins would 
show plentifully in the water. The word 
Ans“ meant the dorsal fin of the swordfish, 
by which he is detected a long distance off, 
this one feature always showing a foot above 
the surface of the water as he swims along. 

By Jove, said I tothe skipper, looking 
around me, you don’t mean to say that this 
is ali the crew you carry. Noticing for the 
first time there always seemed to be but four 
men on deck, the Captain and myself in- 
cluded. 

“Why, yes,’’ replied be. We don’t need 
all Jerusalem to capter th’ monster in his 
briny element and put this ‘ere fishin’ 
through. I’m owner as well as skipper of this 
"ere craft, so I draw the vessel’s share as well 
as skipper’s. There are five men of us all 
told, including yourself and a boy. The cook 
and boy 1 bire and pr ‘em by the month. 
These two men you see share the proceeds of 
the season’s work with me—the ‘mastheader’ 
and ‘man about deck! —and help pay the 
wages of the cook and boy and the 
‘great and smal generals.’ What 
I mean. by ‘great generals“ is the 
cost of running rigging, wharfage, and all 
things pertaining to the vessel and fishing 
apparatus. The ‘small generals’ are the pro- 
visions. It doesn’t take but two or three men 
to work afifty-ton schooner and sailors do 
considerabie in the extra line. 


The skipper, myself and the mastheader in- 
tended to sleep aft, whilstthe remainder of 
the crew bunked in the 
forecastie. The veesel 
being of such a swall 
tonnage made t 
cabin, to all appear 
ance, a little cuddy, ~ - 
and it contained but „ 
three bunks, forming 
partof the room. On 
deck all of the men 
were busily at werk, 
including the cook, 
who was prepafing the 
morning weal. We 
were then bowling 
along meking ten knots 
an hour, which was „Na, 0, 
good headway for such a small craft, and the 
skipper remarked, ‘‘if the wind held that 
way until we got of Highland, Cape Cod, and 
then ebifted around a couple o’ pints to the 
nor’ard, we ought to be near Block Isiand— 
the fish grounds—by the next day.

HOME OF PRINCE BEANEOVABR. 


Something About Royal Tastes in Art-Fuar- 
niture—A Monument Unveiled. 


Special Correspondence of the POsT-DISPATCH. 
PARIS, August . — What was once said of 
Rome can to-day be said of Paris: ‘‘Paris 
n'est plus dans, Paris, u est tout on nous 
somme.’’ A little corner of Paris, and by no 
means least interesting, is now in Evian, Sa- 
voy, where a touching ceremony has recently 
taken place. The inhabitants of Evian have 
just unveiled a monument to the memory of 


Prince de Braneovarr, who died two years 
in Paris. This monument is situated at t 
entrance of the English garden that overlooks 
the harbor, and t Tuesday at 3 o clock in 
the afternoon the Princess left her yacht, the 
‘*Roumania,’’ celebrated in song and story, 
and took place in the midst of friends and the 
inhabitants of the city—alil anxious to prove 
again the respect and admiration for a Prince 
who had been the benefactor, almost the cre- 
ator,of their portion of France. There were 
os and poems, and when the bust of 
rince de Braneovarr was uncovered a wild 
burst of applause. Among Parisians present 
were Marquisand Marquise de Massa, Count 
de Kersaint, Baron de Blonay, Duke de Bo- 
jano, Marquis de Castellani, Count and Count 
ess de Saint Maurice, Baroness Livet, etc. 
THE DEATH OF PRINCE DE BRANEOVARE 
Was a great loss to French society. Gregoire 
Bibesco, Prince Bassaraba de Braneovarr, was 
the son of Prince George Demeter Bibesco, 
the last hospodar or reigning Prince of Wal- 
lachia, who after 1848 came to France, and 
was well received by Napoleon III. Prince de 
Braneovarr’s mother was the last of the family 
of Braneovarr,and from her,by a decree of the 
Emperor of Austria, he took name and title. 
Prince de Braneovarr, continuing the tradi- 
tions of his father, was one of the most 
amiable, most hospital grande seigneurs of 
Europe, and his reception in the Avenue 
Hoche residence, Paris, made a sensation. 
But, interesting as was this Byzantine Prince, 
his wife was of even more interest than he. 
For years Paris been de- 
prived of these jceal reunions,’’ 
mentioned by ‘‘Etinceile,’’ and at Evian 
the Villa Amphion remained closed until 
the unveiling of the Braneovarr monument. 
Yielding to the wishes of ber friends, the 
Rothschilds, Talleyrands Rochefou- 
caulds, who have founded a veritable French 
colony on Lake Geneva, the Princess has re- 
appeared in the world.
